Nis-w YOKE, August 31.—The steamhsip 


Moravia cf tho Hamburg American line, 
from Hamburg, had 22 deaths on board 
during the passage to New York. 
The 


ship's doctor eays tbe deaths were (rom 
cholerine. 
Twenty were children and two 


were adults. Thirteen were natives of Po- 
land, five of Prussia, three o( Hesae and 
ore o( Austria. All were buried at sea. 


Aboard the Moravia at the tresf-nt time 


there are three cases of measles, and two 
women recovering from slight attacks of 
the disease. 
The entire steerage comes 


from the infected district and to-night Dr. 
Jenkins is exceeediogly anxious and wor- 
ried over the outlook. The Mo'ravia ar- 
rived last night at 10 o'clock and strange 
to pay, notwithstanding her terrible record 
of deaths on the voyage, the captain passed 
through Sandy Hook, np the bay and 
through a fleet of steamships which was an- 
chored off the boarding station, 
She did 


stop there but moved tip several hun- 
dred feat north of the fleet, within about 
eight miles of the battery and there dropped 
anchor. 
No word was sent aehore all 


, nor did any of the quarantine offi- 


cers board h^r. 
It was early morning 


when they started on their usual rounds on 
iiourd of tbe vessels anchored in the stream 
and tbe Moravia was the last one which the 
pbysiiianp, Tallmadge and Sinborn drew 
np alongside. 


Thionptain of the Moravia was censored 


for continuing the voyage to this country 
after tbe cholera broke ont on the ship. Dr. 
Jenkins reports the cases as genuine Asiatic 
cholera. 


The Moravia is now isolated in the bay 


and will be indefinitely detained. 
The 


apprehension felt over this occurrence will 
have a harmfal tffeot on tbe World's Fair, 
go (ar as foreign exhibits are concerned. 
It id suggested that tbe Exposition be 
postponed another year. 


The City editor of tbe New York World 


and four of bisj^tnff of reportern, on tbe 
tow boat 3, W. Husted, attt-mpted to visit 
tbe steamer Moravin in the lower bay. 
Tbey were arrested by Dr. Tulmadge and 
brought befoie ths Health Officer Jenkinp.
